THE SAN JUAN MATrnU. 

■Whilst indulging the hope that no other 
subject remained which could disturb the 
good uinleistaiuliny between iheltWiD ooun-' 
tries, ilie question arisins out of iho' adverse 
claiin.s ol paitie.s to tlu; island of Sail Juan, 
under the Oregon treaty of the loth of June 
1846, suddenly assumed a ihrealening pro- 
minence. In.orderto prevent unforlunaio 
collisions on that remote frontier, the laio 
Secretary of Slate, on the ITili ol 
July, 1855, addre.'^scd a note to .Mr. CKuoji- 
lon, then British Minister at \Va.-liiiiuloii, 
communicating the iiistrueiions wliieli lie 
(Mr. Marcy) had given, on tho Mth ol" .luly 
to Gov. Stevens of Washington Territory, 
having a° special reference to an apprehend- 
ed connict between our citizens and the 
Drilish subjects on the island of San .Irian. 

To prevent this, the Coveriioi was in- 
sl! acted that the oliicers ol the Toriitory 
should "abstain from all acts on the di.s- 
puted ground which ate calculated to pro- 
voke any conflicls, so far as it can be clone 
without implying the concessioa to ihu 
auiliorities of Great Britain of an e.velusivi;

demanded serious attention. It would have 
been a groat calamity for both nations, had 
they been precipitated into acts of hoslilily, 
not about the (]iu;stioii of title lo the island, 
but merely coiiceriiiuK the intervening pe- 
liod whilst the two (ioveriinients might bo 
employed in settling the question lo which 
of them it belongs. For this reason, Lieut. 
Gen. Scott was despatched, on ihe 171h of 
Septen ber last, to Washington Territory, to 
take imnu'cliale command of the lliiitetl 
Slates forei.'s on the I'-ieilic coast, should he 
deem this necessary. The main object ot 
his mission was to carry out the spirit of the 
]uecautioiiary arrangement between the late 
Secielary of State and the British Minister, 
and thus to preserve the,peaqe and prevent 
collision beUveen'^Brilish and American au- 
tluiritii's piMuIiiig the negotialions between 
till! two tliiveinniinils. Kiilcilaiiliug no 
doubt of the validity of our title, 1 need 
sttareely add that in any event Aineiican 
citizens weie to Im placed on a fooling at 
least a'^ lavoiable a-; that of British subjects, 
it beiiii,' luidei.-tood that Capt. Pickett's 
coinpaiiy should remain on llii; island.

Gfaad Jury Report 

This dooument is before the public, it 
having been published in our issue of Sat- 
urday. A few points in it seem worthy of 
special notice and remark, and we. there- 
fore, briefly advert to them. 

The increased disposition on the part of 
the Indians to commit outrages of various 
kiiuis, is a very grave mailer, and loudly 
(li'm;\nil,-. nil ellectivo cln.'ck. \V(! i-aiinot, 
however, au'ree with the (iraiiii Jurois in tho 
recoiiu'iiiliilioii to lioM the chiefs rusponsible 
ior lhi!se otitiages. It is bi;tlur, in our judg- 
ment, to riKiko use of his iulhiciice in a iiioro 
just and legitimate way. The sovereign of .1 
highly oiviliaed and moral people, would 
beMtir'aiiier' ail unenviable position, if per- 
sonally answerable for the misdemeanors of 
his subjects.^' How much more the ruler of 
a horde of savages. The true course, we 
think, is to give the chief and all umler his 
influence to untierslami. that British la.v 
will be impartially cxeeuteil on the red 
man an well as t'.ie white man. If once 
they liiul that llu-y cannot (u)rnniit crime 
with impimity. they will alistain from it, ;is 
it is well known tiiat they have a salutary 
dieail of the blue and redcoats. It is a 
mistaken policy to wink at their misdeeds, 
or treat them with lenity, when they de- 
serve punishment. They have an innate 
sense of justice, which will approve the 
execution of righteous laws, and only by 
such execution can they be kept in awe, 01 
held in check. 

The reference to the " unsafe state of the 
Esquimau road and other suburbs" is very 
flist.' But men of the John Jones stamp, 
though largely to blame, are not alone re- 
sponsible for conduct tending to rouse the 
worst passions of these poor savages. The 
outskirts of our town are made places of re- 
sort by tho depraved iuid licentious, and 
doubtless, if the truth were kno'.'. n, il would 
bo foiiiul that the Indians are as often ag- 
grieved, as Ihey are aggrcssois. We see no 
ultimate cour.^>e but the removal of these 
jioor creatures from their present, quarters. 
Humanity demands that efforts be made to 
civilize them, as well as re.strain them from 
crime, and to do this, they must be placed 
in circumstances of less temptation and de- 
moralization, than those which surround 
them at present. 

Wo next notico a singular passage in tho 
Report. The Hudson Ijay Ccniipany claim- 
ing the pniprietiirship of the streets, their 
attentidn is directed to a certain crossing. 
AVo du not suppose this is inonnt as a delibe- 
rate recognition of the Company's right to 
tho streets. The (irand .Jury's irony .seein.s 
V) Iiave lictvaved thoin into temporary I'or- 
getl'ulncss of the nature of the ducutncnt 
they were ]ir';parlng. The cut is well me- 
rited liowuver, anil it will bo many 11 long 
day before the monopoly- will hoar tho last 
.of this absurd claim, and the small cord- 
wood speculation growing out of it. But is 
it not rather out of order in a Grand Jury 
presentation, to call tho attention of any 
body but tho Court to mattcra requiring 
notice. AVould it not bo quite as proper to 
call on -Mr. A. V>. in such a document to 
clean nut his yard, as to urge the H. 13.

rndcr the head of Hospital, liritish Co- 
Iniiibiaii s| giiigun the bcncvnlent liberal- 
ity of \'aiieijii\ I'l- Islanil is very ]iropcrly 
cxp'.sed. Ml. re than iitilf the ]iatients in 
this otahlishiiienL during the past year, have 
boun from tho atljaecnt colony. AVo have 
rci)eatcdly urged tho injustice of this state 
of tliing.s, but as yet uutliing has been done 
to make British. Cidumbia pay its share of 
the ospenses of the institution. At present, 
the hospital is §3,000 in debt. Two-thirds 
of this amount is righteously dno from our 
licighlinr. "Wci c this amount paid, together 
with the .•?Ifilji> voted by the llouso of Ah- 
seinblv, the ostablishnicut would be out 
of debt ; a consummation devoutly to be 
wi.sliod. 

Ne.xt coines the tiehool. Its condition is 
spokeii of as (piito salislaclory, so far as tho 
mode of tuition tind Iho progress of the 
scholars are concerned. Enlargetneiit of 
the building is reported to be necessary, anil 
tlie se|)aratioii of tho female scholars from 
Xhoao of the other seXj reoproinended. In 
this latter item, we differ, frotn.lhe Grand 
Jurors, Provided:, the snrroundings of the 
sohool-house are suitable, and the supervi- 
sion thorough, we bellfye, -.there are impor- 
tant advantages connected with the joint 
education of the sexes. We oantiot enlarge 
on this point now, but may have occasion 
to lake it up at greater length when dealing 
with tliesubject of Colonial educatioD,which 
must soon figure as one of the most impor- 



tant of our public questions. The teacher 
in charge, though highly efficient, is said to 
be very inadequately paid for his services. 
This is poor policy always and everywhere. 
No man earns his bread more hotiestly than 
a comptileiit and consciontious instructor of 
youth. No mat! is more worthy of liberal 
compensation. Whence the inadequacy in 
this case ? Is this school colonial in ll»e 
sense that it is supported chiefly by tho 
colony ? The lidiouloiisly low charge for 
tuition — five dollars a year — wouKl require 
two or three hundred scholars to a single 
teacher, to make it pay expenses. Mani- 
festly, reform is needed. The colony, — the 
parents who send, pupilSj-rraomeboily or 
other, — ought to see the teacher well paid 

Two more of our chronic grievances are 
pointed out; our horrid roads, and the tardy 
payment of the police. Those whose busi- 
ness it is to redress these and other griev- 
ances, are, we fear, becoming so used to 
public complaining, that they do not mind 
it. _^ 

President's Message. — We givo an ab- 
stract on our first page of the Message of 
President Buchanan. Tho tone is pneilie, 
except perhaps as regards Mexicj and the 
Central American States. Mexico will evi- 
dently foim come under the sway of its 
northern neighbor. Aiid it is not unlikely 
that this event may occur the present, year. 
Tho novel request to confer on the President 
tho war-making or war-declaring power, 
uridor certain restrictions is evidently m:ule 
with reference to Mexico. But from vlmt- 
ever cause made, it will strike Americjui.s 
with surprise, and will be viewed by tho de- 
mocracy as an entering wedge of absolute 
power,— which with a large standing army 
which the Mexican occupation will tend to 
create, — may in the future be used in the 
subversion of tho Kcpublie. The right to 
chastise the semi-civilized Spanhsli-Aineriijaii 
States at the will of the President, niny aflord 
a prete.'st for an ambitious successor to emu- 
late the example of Cajsar and the Napoleons, 
to change the model republic were it possible 
to an empire. 

No danger iieeil be apprehended from the 
San Juan imbroglio. The statements of the 
" colonial authorities" appear not to have 
much weight. Harney is called the " gal- 
lant general," and Admiral Baynes is com- 
plimented for "acting wisely and discreet- 
ly," by refusing — when asked by Gov. Doa- 
glas — to commit a hostile act. No doubt is 
entertained of the validity of their title lo 
the islanil ; but we all remember how the 
''54 -40, or tight" cry ilwiiulled down to 40. 
Hence the bold as.sertiun of "a clear nml 
unquestionable" title may meet a like fate. 

Harrison Dam. — The government pro- 
poses now to make the dam on Harrison ; 
but ask tenders « for the lowest tolls and 
shortest period of time." This they design 
giving to the party who will furnish the 
money to make it. Such is a most unstate- 
manlike way of improving the river. Put- 
ting power over a route that may become 
one of the most important to the interior, in 
the hands of private partie.s, at a deprusseil 
period, with a slant call for tenders, will 
very probably inflict a serious ta.\ on the 
country. The navigation company propose 
to lend the money at 8 per cent. 13ut if 
they get it, like all other companies, the 
tolls will be fixed to suit their purposes. 
We call on the people of Douglas — who, 
though most interested, know nothing, pro- 
bably, of the project— to urge the placiiij^ of 
the entire control in the hands of the Gov- 
ernment, bad as it is. 

Huii.ss' Fkstivai.. — The admirer.s of 
Burns, to tho gootily number of about a 
hundred, sat down, last evening, to an ex- 
cellent dinner, prepared by tin; host of the 
^Colonial Restaurant. All classes were rep- 
resented around the festive board, thus re- 
calling the fiimous line of Burns, 

" A ninn '» n man lor a' tlial." 
Full justice was done to the delicacies 
under which the table groaned. Enjoyment 
was visible every where, — and amid toasis, 
songs, speeches and instrumental mn.sic, tho 
convivialities were kept up to the " woe 
.siiia' hours o' m(jrn," when all dispersed in 
harmony, well pleased with being present 
at the lirsl public dinner on Vancouver Is- 
land, in honor of the immortal Bard of Ayr. 
In our next we will give the particulars.

Beads, England, to this port, in one year, 
less 20 days.

30 miti, 
S., long. 77 W. off Cape HoriJ, a boy named 
William Warscott, aged 16,' was lost over- 
board.

The New Trail from Lytton to Hat River 

Tho citizens of Lyttini, alivn to tlio im- 
portance of opening up good trails into tho 
interior of British. Colunibin, sent out in De- 
cember, Mr. Mortimer Cook to report on tho 
practicability of consti-ucting ii trail from 
Lytton to Hat river where tho Brigade trail 
leads to Fort Alexander and the Qucsnollo 
river mines. Ho passed over the vhole 
route a distance of 40 miles, and reports: 
•'Dii-ccti'in straight, nearly due north; no gra- 
ding or br idging necessary ; nor no natural 
inipcdiments ou tho route, save fallen trees 
which can he easily removed. 'I'lie wlndo 
route is a first-rato mule trail, with plenty of 
grass nnd.wiiter, and-no climbing of moun- 
tains," . . I .■ 

Y^alo anil Hcipi! have ably seconded Lytton 
by subscribing some ?300. Tho whole es- 
timate to complete the trail is only $400. 
Some of the merchants of Victoria have al- 
ready subscribed. It is oxpooted that the new 
route will bo put in good condition for tho 
Spring immigration north. Mr. Enttcr- 
ton is now in town urging the matter 
n!;cau. Yictovia depends so much on tho 
prosperity of Jiritisli Oolunibia, and her pros- 
perity on acccssiljility tc the mines, that tho 
enterprise should not bo suffered to flag, for 
want of ''substantial aid.'' 

With the improvements on the trails from 
Hope and Yule to Lytton, the latter, with 
the eomplotiun of tho new trail, will bid fair 
to become a principal distributing point on 
tlie upper Frasor. It will have the richest 
section of the mines above towards Cayoosh, 
out on Thompson river, and up at Fort Alex- 
ander oil "Canal" river to sapply.: ' ' ' ' 

Most of tho minors last year wont via Lyt- 
ton to the upper country, and tho prepara- 
tions commenced induces tho eonclusinn tluit 
it -will take the same dircctinu ilio coming 
Spring. BcsidoH the rate uf pnoking froni 
Yale and Hope to Lytton is cDnsiilernble less 
than fr(jm Purt J'ouglas to (.'iivoosh. Tie 
distani-c being thrci; miles loss to Hat rivei 
from Lytton than from Cayoosh, with a bet- 
ter roatl and a cheaper market, it will doubt- 
less make it the best point for the miners to 
complete Ihoir outfit. 

A comparison of the prices now prevailing 
at Lytton and Cayoosh, show that a saving 
of $4 or $5 per 100 lbs can be made by pur- 
chasing at the former.
